Don’t look too hard at the Ericsson 
Cup table, you might be lulled into 
a false sense of security. 


Tonight’s visitors, Brisbane Strikers, are a 
better team than their position indicates. 
Former Socceroo great John Kosmina has been 
tearing his hair out in frustration at his team’s 
inability to convert their dominance into results.

Certainly the Spirit aim to capture a similar 
market, have similar policies regarding the team, 
and share similar problems regarding their home 
ground. 


The one difference is that Graham Arnold and his 
team don’t want to wait three seasons before 
they make the finals. And that, as we know, is the 
hardest part of the equation.
